To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  ANNUAL  REPORT  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Stokeslcy  Rural  District  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1952.. 


Vital  statistics  make  excellent  reading,  and  by  their  negative  nature,  demon¬ 
strate  that  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  and  Local  Health  Authorities  has  been  well 
maintained. 

Both  birth  and  death  rates  show  an  improvement  on  last  year,  and  the 
infant  mortality  rate  has  declined  by  half,  to  the  very  satisfactory  figure  of  15  2 
deaths  per  1,000  live  births. 

Housing  still  presents  a  problem,  and  cases  of  overcrowding  and  illness,  not 
unconnected  with  dampness,  lack  of  air  space  and  lack  of  domestic  amenities,  are 
still  apparent.  I  hope  that  the  time  will  soon  be  opportune  for  commencing  slum 
clearance  and  the  re-development  of  some  of  our  damp,  badly  planned  and  aged 
properties. 

Schemes  for  eventually  ensuring  a  piped  water  supply  and  water  carriage 
sewage  system  for  all  populated  districts  are  still  making  headway,  and  I  am  pleased 
to  note  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  revised  its  opinion  on  the  provision  of  a 
water  supply  to  the  Easby  area. 

Among  the  improvements  on  sanitation  completed  during  the  year  are  the 
drainage  of  Ormesby,  Stainton  and  Maltby,  and  the  provision  of  a  piped  water 
supply  to  Kirby  and  East  Rounton  Schools. 


Finally  may  1  express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council,  officials, 
doctors  and  nurses  for  their  co-operation  and  help  during  the  year.

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SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES: 

During  the  year  the  Council  continued  the  arrangements  offered  by  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton,  in  respect  of  diagnosis  of 
pathological  specimens. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES: 

Prior  to  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health  Act  the  greater 
part  of  the  district  was  served  bv  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  (Great  Ayton 
Division)  the  Council  paying  an  annual  contribution  to  the  funds  of  the  Division. 

An  agreement  was  in  operation  with  Stockton  Corporation  whereby  the 
Parish  of  Yarm  had  the  use  of  the  Corporation  Ambulance  for  purposes  other  than 
the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  district  are  removed  bv  the 
Ambulance  of  the  West  Lane  Hospital  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  West  Lane, 
Middlesbrough. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  above  Act  the  Ambulance  services 
have  been  taken  over  by  the  County  Council.  Paragraphs  1  and  3  above,  i.e.  St. 
John  Ambulance  Association’s  Ambulance  and  the  West  Lane  Hosp  tai  Ambulance 
are  still  operating  as  heretofore.  The  remainder  of  the  district  is  served  by  the 
Durham  County  Council  Ambulance  stationed  at  Stockton  until  such  time  as  an 
Ambulance  Station  can  be  provided  by  the  North  Riding  County  Council  which  will 
serve  the  Thornaby  Combined  District. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME: 

In  all  Parishes  the  District  Nurse  also  undertakes  Midwifery. 

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS: 

The  North  Riding  County  Council  Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Welfare  Clinics 
in  the  Rural  District  are  held  as  follows  : —

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes  now  supply  twenty  seven  parishes  (as  de¬ 
tailed  later  in  this  Section).  Nine  Parishes  are  served  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water 
Board. 

•  Vvj  ,  • 

During  the  year,  the  Council'  have  taken  over  and  reconstructed  the  private 
estate  supply  at  Ivildale. 

New  springs  have  been  brought  in,  storage  and  treatment  works  reconstruct¬ 
ed,  and  new  mains  laid.  The  reconstruction  works  now  ensure  an  adequate  and 
sufficient  piped  supply  to  all  buildings  in  the  village. 

During  the  year  the  pump  supply  to  Easby  became  grossly  contaminated. 

The  Council  closed  the  pumps  and  provided  an  emergency  supply  by  the 
provision  of  stand  pipes.  The  application  was  re-opened  with  the  Ministry  who 
gave  sanction  to  the  scheme  previously  reported. 

The  work  is  to  be  put  in  hand  early  in  the  new  year. 

There  has  been  no  shortage  of  water  during  1952,  the  yields  from  the  springs 
have  been  more  than  sufficient  for  the  demands. 

TREATMENT  OF  SUPPLIES: 

Treatment  of  the  supplies  has  been  maintained  at  the  treatment  houses,, .  and ,

ANALYST’S  REPORT. 


According  to  the  above  results, 
this  is  a  very  hard  water  but 
the  present  condition  is  other¬ 
wise  satisfactory  for  drinking 
purposes.  The  confirmation  of 
bacteriological  examination  is 
desirable  in  this  case. 

According  to  the  above  results, 
the  marked  discolouration  of 
this  water  is  due  to  heavy  con¬ 
tamination  with  peaty  matter 
which  although  not  injurious  to 
health,  renders  the  water  un¬ 
sightly  and  unpalatable. 

According  to  the  above  results  the 
present  condition  of  this  water 
is  satisfactory  for  drinking  pur¬ 
poses.  On  account  of  the  acid¬ 
ity  and  lack  of  carbonate  hard¬ 
ness,  due  precaution  against 
corrosive  and  plumbosolvent 
action  is  advisable. 

This  water  has  a  very  marked 
acidity,  and  an  aggressive  corro¬ 
sive  action  on  the  usual  service 
metals  is  to  be  expected.  The 
pitting  of  iron  pipes  and  alumi¬ 
nium  cooking  vessels  is  evidence 
of  this  action,  while  the  blue- 
green  discolouration  produced 
by  contact  with  soap  and  deter¬ 
gents  containing  soap  is  caused 
by  the  copper  dissolved  from 
the  metal  of  the  hot  service. 
Neutralisation  to  about  pH  7.3 
with  suitable  alkali,  e.g.  slaked 
lime  or  sodium  silicate  will 
effectively  mitigate  this  corro¬ 
sive  action  as  well  as  the  more 
dangerous  plumbosolvent  action 

According  to  the  above  results 
this  is  an  unusually  soft  water 
and  the  present  condit’on  is 
quite  satisfactory  for  drinking 
and  general  domestic  purposes. 
On  account  of  the  acidity  and 
lack  of  protective  carbonate 
hardness,  corrosive  action  on 
the  usual  service  metals,  includ¬ 
ing  lead,  is  to  be  expected  and 
appropriate  treatment  is  ad¬ 
visable.

PROPOSED  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS: 

The  Disposal  Works  at  Stainton  are  nearing  completion.  These  works  will 
r  •  eive  he  sewage  irom  Siainton  and  Maltby  and  will  remove  a  long  standing  com¬ 
plaint  of  stream  pollution  and  also  enable  improvement  in  the  sanitary  conditions  in 
the  villages. 


SEWAGE— ORMESBY  (Normanby  Road). 

The  pumping  station  and  pumping  main  are  nearing  completion  when  the 
abolition  of  some  50  cesspools  will  enable  the  drainage  from  the  dwellings  to  be  con¬ 
nected  to  the  system. 

The  proposed  schemes  of  sewerage  for  the  villages  of  Kirby  and  Great 
Broughton,  Swainby,  Carlton,  Hutton  Rudby,  Seamer,  Yarm  and  Ingleby  Greenhow, 
for  which  application  for  provisional  allocation  of  grants  under  the  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act,  1944  have  already  been  made,  are  still  in  the  hands  of  ,the 
Ministry. 

All  these  villages  are  on  a  public  piped  water  supply  and  the  sewerage  con¬ 
ditions  have  been  the  subject  of  adverse  reports  for  many  years.  It  is  hoped  that 
substantial  grants  will  be  made  available  and  sanctions  given  for  the  schemes  to  go 
ahead  to  relieve  the  danger  to  public  health,  and  also  improve  the  amenities  of  these 
villages. 
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(iii)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION: 

The  Council  have  again  continued  their  offer  of  grants  of  half  the  cost  up 
to  £8  to  property  owners  for  converting  pail  closets  and  privies  to  water  closets,  and 
in  the  parishes  where  sewers  and  drains  are  available,  there  has  been  a  steady  pro¬ 
gress  and  details  of  conversions  are  given  below  s —

(iv)  CLEANSING  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS:

It  is  regretted  that  where  these  streams  flow  through  villages  the  practice 
of  depositing  rubbish  and  refuse  still  persists  despite  warning  notices  which  are 
being  d;splayed,  and  what  could  be  a  beauty  spot  is  marred  by  the  site  of  disused 
household  articles,  debris  and  other  rubbish. 
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(v)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING: 


The  Council  undertake  the  collection  of  household  refuse  throughout  the 
district  and  for  the  work  use  two  Karrier,  C.K.3  10  c.yd.  and  one  Dennis  10  c.yd. 
vehicles.  These  three  vehicles  are  fitted  with  double  cabs  for  the  transport  of 
loaders.  A  Dennis  10  c.  yd.  vehicle  is  held  in  reserve. 

Bes:des  the  drivers  a  crew  of  three  loaders  is  normally  carried.  A  weekly 
collection  of  bins  and  pans  is  carried  out  throughout  the  district,  with  the  exception 
of  part  of  2  Parishes  where  bins  are  collected  fortnightly.  It  is  hoped  that  this  ser¬ 
vice  will  be  improved,  but  there  are  many  problems  in  a  rural  area  such  as  long  col¬ 
lecting  journeys  with  scattered  properties,  and  long  returns  to  a  disposal  point,  which 
tend  to  make  these  services  very  expensive.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MIEK  SUPPLY: 

Since  the  supervision  of  milk  production  has  been  taken  over  by  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  a  revised  register  has  been  compiled  and  I  am  obliged 
to  the  Milk  Advisory  Officer  of  that  department  for  details  of  registered  producers 
in  the  Council’s  area. 

The  revision  shows  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  producers.  One  point  stands 
out,  that  the  dales  and  moor  farmers  have  maintained  their  position,  whereas 
some  of  the  more  modern  equipped  farms  have  changed  over  from  milk  production 
to  stock  rearing.  I  consider  that  one  factor  which  has  kept  the  dales  farms  in  this 
business  has  been  the  improvement  in  road  transport  which  enables  a  daily  collection 
to  be  made.

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Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designa¬ 
tion)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  19^9,  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteursed 
and  Sterilised  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  the  local  authority  are  responsible  for  the  dis¬ 
tributive  side,  and  issuing  of  supplementary  licences  in  respect  of  the  two  later 
Regulations. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  retailers  in  the  Council’s  area  of  which  51-  are  pro¬ 
ducers.  Regulations  state  that  where  the  milk  is  retailed  from  dairy  premises  that 
are  registered  in  connection  with  a  farm  registered  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries,  then  these  premises  come  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry  and  not 
the  local  authority.  The  number  of  retailers  only  is  therefore  limited,  and  set  out 
below  are  details  of  rei.ailers  in  the  respective  parishes  showing  the  type  and  de¬

It  is  cons’dered  that  this  very  high  percentage  of  designated  producers  shows 
a  high  standard  of  dairy  farming  in  the  district,  and  one  reason  is  the  large  number 
of  farms  that  have  taken  advantage  of  the  Council’s  water  schemes  and  have  a  piped 
main  water  supply  on  to  the  premises. 
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(b)  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT)  REGULATIONS: 

There  are  3  registered  manufacturers  within  the  area. 

During  the  year  5  licences  have  been  issued  to  retailers  of  ice-cream.  In  all 
instances  the  premises  have  been  inspected  and  the  condition  of  the  licence  is  that 
the  ice-cream  is  pre-packed  and  is  sold  from  approved  refrigerated  cabinets. 

(c)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS : 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
slaughtering  has  ceased  within  the  area,  all  meat  supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area 
being  drawn  from  the  Distributing  Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers 
distributing  from  one  centre. 

The  only  inspections  of  slaughter  within  the  area  have  been  emergency  cases 
and,  where  the  carcase  has  been  found  fit  for  food,  it  has  been  sent  to  the  Distribut¬ 
ing  Centre  for  disposal. 

58  visits  were  made  in  respect  of  inspection  of  food.
